Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Jones  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  A inual  Health  Report  f or  1971* 

The  Registrar  General fs  estimate  of  the  mia-year  population  was 
2,030  which  was  180  less  than  the  estimate  for  1970.  The  census 
population  in  1971  was  2,103. 

There  was  no  stillbirth  or  infant  death  and  no  woman  died  in 

childbirth. 

Thirty-nine  persons  from  the  Urban  Area  died  during  the  year 
(*+6  in  1970  and  39  in  1969)*  As  in  previous  years  most  of  the  deaths 
were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease  and  strokes.  Eight  persons 
died  from  cancer.  There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  and  no  new 
case  of  the  disease  was  notified. 

The  report  is  generally  a satisfactory  one. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector y the  Clerk  and  all 
other  council  officials  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  council  for  their 
courtesy  and  consideration.
